S yrian Foreign Minister Faruq a I- Shara has launched a 
shuttle diplomacy to help remove misunderstandings 
between Iran and Bahrain. 

The reason we need mediation is that Bahrain believes 
we are interfering in its internal affairs, while we have said 
several times that we are not. 

One reason we are not interfering in Bahrain's internal 
affairs is that we are dependent on oil which we export 
through the Persian Gulf. We need security in the region for 
the smooth transportation of oil which is the lifeblood of 
Iranian industry. Any upheaval In its littoral states would 
disturb the security of the Persian Gulf. 

Insecurity in the Persian Gulf is a serious threat both to 
Iran and its neighbors. The strategy we have adopteef to 
maintain the security of the region differs from that of our 
friends. 

The Ui. and the Arab countries of the Persian Gulf have 
realized that security in the region is a matter of life and 
death for regional states. 

The West, in general, and the U.S., in particular, have 
tried to project an imaginary threat in the region in order 
to sell arms. Earlier it was communism; today it is Iran. 

Unfortunately, lacking popular support at home, some 
of the regional countries have bought the theory which is 
aimed at scaring the regional countries, forcing them to buy 
arms in order to safeguard the smooth transportation of oil 
to industrialized countries.

Iran’s Defense Program Aims at Redressing Persian Gulf Balance 


LON IX) N (IRNA) — Contrary to 
some Western perceptions and 
voiced alarm, Jane’s International 
Defense Review says that it is im- 
portant to consider the justifications 
behind Iran’s rearmament drive. 

The reasons, it put into context, 
were that the country’s arsenal was 
depleted during the imposed 1980- 
1988 Iraqi war and (he vast techno- 
logical gap created between Iranian 
forces and those of other Persian 
Gulf states since the 1979 Islamic 
Revolution. 

The so-called alarm, according 
to many defense analysts, is a grass 
overreaction.

In his letter hqjjatoleslam Task- 
hiri outlined the positive grounds 
for enhancement of the coopera- 
tion between foe two parties and 
said foe decline of foe former So- 
viet Union is one of foe factors in 
this regard. 

In conclusion, bqjjatoleslam 
Taskhiri offered several proposals 
to foe conference in a bid to pave 
the way for further cooperation 
between Islam and Europe.

other's sovereignty. 

Another part of the resolution 
reads, “Iran has a long record in 
struggle for curtailing the hands of 
aggressors on the Persian Gulf,** 
pointing out that growing concen- 
tration of foreign forces in the 
Persian Gulf under any rationali- 
zation is contrary to the historical, 
political and economic rights of 
Iran and the littoral states of foe 
Persian Gulf. 

Presence of foreign forces di- 
rectly perils the region’s peace and 
security, posing a serious threat to 
international peace, the resolution 
stressed and added that withdrawal 
of the foreign forces from the Per- 
sian Gulf is an effective factor and 
major condition contributing to 
peace and cooperation in the Per- 
sian Gulf. 

The resolution further stressed 
that advancement of foreign pow- 
ers in foe Persian Gulf, launched 
since the Iraqi war against Iran, 
became formally established by 
paving the ground for the Persian 
Gulf war. 

Once again international pow- 
ers are active to prepare the 
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ground for turning the Persian 
Gulf to an arena for their new ad- 
venturism. 

The resolution stressed that it is 
the right of the people of Iran to 
strengthen its naval capability in 
commensurate with the region’s 
defensive conditions in an effort to 
protect the security of the Persian 
Gulf. 

The resolution concluded that 
any effort to change the name of 
the Persian Gulf is a purposeful 
scheme triggering discord in the 
naval zone, not only being a 
transggression to the rights of Iran 
but also a flagrant violation of the 
region’s cultural and historcial 
heritage.

China Appeals 
for Help 

BEIJING (AFP) — China appealed 
far foreign help Wednesday after at 
least 168 people were killed and 
half a million others were 
evacuated as a result of the worst 
floods in half a century struck four 
provinces, inflicting more than a 
billion dollars in damage. 

The Civil Affairs Ministry said 
more than 10 million people had 
been affected after waters began 
rising Saturday in the eastern prov- 
inces of Anhui and Zhejiang, 
Jiangxi in the southeast, and 
Guizhou in the south. 

Some 764,000 people were cut 
off, it said in a statement. 

It added that 448 , 100 people had 
been evacuated by a thousands- 
Strang army of civilian and military 
emergency workers, while more 
than 330,000 homes had been de- 
stroyed in 2,520 villages. 

In an apparent sign of foe gravity 
of the crisis, foe ministry said the 
stricken areas “are willing to accept 
aid nationally and from abroad.

Colombia Warns of Crisis 
in Ties With Washington 



BOGOTA (Reuter) — Col ombia 
took a public swipe at U.S. 
Ambassador Myles Frechette on 
Tuesday and warned of growing

'mutual crisis of confidence” in 
U.S. -Colombia ties. 

In a statement issued by foe 
Foreign Ministry, foe government 
also criticized foe U.S. threat to 
impose economic sanctions on Co- 
lombia because of what Frechette 
and others have described as its 
lack of commitment to counternar- 
cotics efforts.

More than 5,000 students were 
thrown out of examination centers 
across the country on Tuesday af- 
ter they were caught cheating at an 
English test, which is required of 
all students in Bangladesh, where 
Bangla language is foe medium of 
instruction. 

During foe daylong clashes, at 
least 200 persons were injured. 
Police arrested 70 students on 
charges of rioting, but were likely 
to let them off, an official at the 
Education Ministry said on condi- 
tion of anonymity. 

About 600,000 students were 
appearing for foe exam, required 
in junior college. 

Clashes broke out in cities 
where many students were ex- 
pelled. Police lobbed tear gas 


shells and fired rubber bullets in 
several cities, local officials said 
in telephone interviews. 

hi some places outsiders joined 
foe students in ransacking foe ex- 
amination centers and offices, 
burnt vehicles and clashed with foe 
police, they said. 

The annual standardized test is 
foe main criteria for a passing 
grade in the two-year course. Stu- 
dents routinely stuff their pockets 
* with crib notes because they can- 
not take their books into the exam 
centers. 


BEUING (AFP) - China on

DARWIN, Australia (AFP) - 
Australia's Northern Territory 
government Wednesday defended 
its world-first voluntary 
euthanasia law against an attack by 
the Vatican, saying the legislation 
was politically responsible. 

Northern Territory Chief Min- 
ister Shane Stone said the land- 
mark law was the will of a 
properly-elected Parliament, and 
the government had a responsibil- 
ity to see it come into effect. 

The Vatican newspaper Osser - 
vatore Romano reacted with hor- 
ror Wednesday to the introduction 
of rhe law which permits doctor- 
assisted euthanasia, saying it had 


fighting legal and political chal- 
lenges to the legislation from a 
coalition of anti-euthanasia 
groups, including doctors, 
churches and aborigines. 

The law remained in place 
Tuesday when the campaigners 
failed to seek an injunction after a 
two-day hearing into the validity 
of the law, after the full bench of 
the Territory’s Supreme Court 
withdrew to consider its verdict. 

Both Prime Minister John 
Howard and opposition leader 
Kim Beazley have said they would 
support a private member's bill in 
federal Parliament which would 
scuttle the Northern Territory leg-

Nitschke said 65 -year-old Bell, 
who has advanced stomach can- 
cer, was anxious and worried. 

"Max's single goal is to go 
through the waiting period, get 
everything up and running as 
quickly as we can so that be can 
end this interminable suffering," 


he said. 

The Australian Medical Asso- 
ciation has warned that those who 
act before the legal position of die 
act was clarified could be at risk 
of prosecution. 

’The fact is there is no injunc- 
tion, the law is in place, we can go 
ahead, doctors acting in accord- 
ance with this law are acting law- 
fully and it’s the first time in the 
world where this has been possi- 
ble," Nitschke said Wednesday. 

"Any doctor who saw Max Bell 
would be prepared to make that 
statement" 

Under the act, two doctors must 
confirm a patient is terminally ill 
and suffering unbearable pain be- 
fore life can be ended and a psy- 
chiatrist must confirm the patient 
seeking euthanasia is not suffering 
a treatable clinical depression. 

In the article in L ’Osservaiore 
Romano , theologian Gino Con- 
cetti argued that "there is no right 
to die with dignity" in the sense 
backed by advocates of voluntary 
euthanasia. 

"Whether it is assisted suicide 
or suicide-homicide, the basic 
problem is the same: It is a crime, 
an intolerable affront to human 
life," the article stated. 

"Death must come naturally. 
No one has the right to cause it or 
accelerate it in any way, " Concetti 
said. 
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China Bans English 
from FM Press 
Conferences 



BEIJING (AFP) - The Chinese 
Foreign Ministry Tuesday joined 
a trend towards stamping out 
colonial influences by saying 
English would no longer be used 
in its press conferences from 
September. 

To improve "efficiency"' and 
"because Chinese is one of the 
working languages of the United 
Nations", press conferences by the 
spokesman for the .Foreign Minis- 
try will be in Chinese' only from 
September \ , instead of being tri- 
lingual, ministry spokesman Cui 
Tiankai said. 

Since 1983, when the ministry 
began holding regular press con- 
ferences for the international me- 
dia, replies to questions were 
always given in both Chinese and 
English. 

Tuesday's -announcement fol- 
lows the introduction of a cam- 
paign to stamp out "colonial" 
references and trends. 

Last week the Trade Ministry 
called on local firms to avoid 
Western influences in their public- 
ity as well as all "vulgar, feudalis- 
ts or Western sounding names." 

Nevada Is Most 


Dangerous 
U.S. State 


WASHINGTON (Reuter) - 
Nevada was the most dangerous 
state in the United States this year, 
followed closely by last year's 
worst, Louisiana, an independent 
research agency said on Thursday. 

Basing its danger rankings on 
14 factors — including the crime, 
violent crime, murder, rape, rob- 
bery and violent assault rates -- the 
Morgan Quitno Press said the next 
most dangerous states were Flor- 
ida, Maryland and Arizona. 

. The safest five states were Ver- 
mont. Maine, North Dakota, New 
Hampshire and West Virginia, ac- 
cording to the Kansas-based 
research oigani zat ion. 

"There are dangerous spots in 
Vermont just as there are ex- 
tremely safe areas in Nevada," 
Scott Morgan, president of the or- 
ganization, said in a statement. 
"However, in the three years we 
have issued this award we have 
seen remarkably consistent pat- 
terns of some states dealing with 
crime better than others.

Diana to Keep Royal Title After Divorce 


LONDON (AFP) - Princess 
Diana is to retain the title of Her 
Royal Highness — which means 
she will keep her position in the 
royal hierarchy — after her divorce 
from Prince Charles is finalized, 
die Daily Mail reported Saturday. 

Diana had offered to give up the 
title as part of a settlement, but her 
mother-in-law. Queen Elizabeth 
II. believes that the mother of a 
future king) must have the appro- 
priate status, the paper said, .quot- 
ing unnamed senior courtiers. 

Such a move would mean that 
Diana would not be obliged to 
curtsey to minor royals, it added. 

The Times meanwhile reported 


Saturday that the princess's law- 
yers have become exasperated 
over Charles’s failure to respond 
to £30 million ($45 million) di- 
vorce proposals put forward three 
months ago. 

It said the delay is becoming a 
source of irritation to die queen, 
who is believed to be increasingly 
anxious that the couple's divorce 
be wrapped up to limit any further 
damage to the crown. 

Charles and Diana announced 
their plans to divorce after both 
having publicly admitted adultery 
after their marriage Tran into 
trouble. They had tied the knot in 
July 1981.

BAITUL MGQACDAS (AFP) - 
The Israeli government on 
Tuesday ordered an inquiry into 
reports that an illegal trade in 
human organs is flourishing here, 
involving mainly Palestinians 
driven by poverty into selling their 
kidneys. 

Health Minister Tsahi Hanegbi 
said he would set up a commission 
to investigate a report in die mass- 
circulation Maariv newspaper that 
four Israeli medical cotters are 
carrying out operations as part of 
die cash-for-lridneys trade. 

Maariv said two middlemen, 
both Israeli Arabs from the north- 
ern Galilee region, search for po- 
tential donors after receiving 
requests for organs from patients. 

Donors sell their organs for 
around $30,000, the newspaper 
said.- Most are Pales tinians in dire 
need of money, it said, altho ugh 
middlemen can also find Israelis 
ready to sell a kidney. 

The recipients are generally Is- 
raelis but foreigners are increas- 


ingly resorting to middleman to 
find diem an organ, Maariv adde d. 

It cited the case of an ill Pales- 
tinians living in Germany, who 
paid $14,000 for a kidney from a 
West Banker. The deal was ar- 
ranged by middleman ... Ismael 
Shalbi and the kidney was re- 
moved in a private Tel Aviv clinic. 

"Personally, I don’t see any- 
thing wrong in someone wanting 
to offer an organ. In my opinion 
the practice should be legalized.

Neupogen boosts the numbers of 
fteutrophils, white blood cells that 
fighfinfection. It is widely used to 
treat neutropenia, a failure of the 
immune system that affects up to a 
third of AIDS patients. 

It makes them even more 
vnlnerable to infections by 
bacteria, fungi and viruses. 

Dr Mark Nelson, an AIDS 
expert at London's Chelsea and 
Westminster Hospital, said up to 30 
percent of patients with the HIV 
virus that causes AIDS developed 
neutropenia at some stage during 
their infection. 

He said he had been working 
with Neupogen and it worked. 

"It gets the neutrophil count up, 
improves neutrophil function and 
should be useful in preventing 
bacterial and fungal infection," he 
said. "Hopefully, it will lead to 
improvements in both quality and 
quantity of life. " 

Other researchers said some 
patients were able to increase their 
doses of the common AIDS drug 
AZT because Neupogen worked so 
well. 


Dr Philip Keiser, director of HIV 
services at (he University of Texas in 
Dallas, sakl a comparison of the 
medical records of 152 HIV patients 


with neutropenia showed those given 
the drug suffered from one-quarter 
the bacteria! infections suffered by 
those not given the drug. 

Survival in the 

Neupogen-trealed group was also 
significantly greater than among 
the non- treated patients, although 
the doctors said more study needed 
to be done. 

Some of the data will be 
presented at an international 
conference on AIDS to be held in 
Vancouver next month.

Singapore Team Finds 
Herbal HTV Inhibitor 


SINGAPORE (Reuter) — A team 
of Singapore scientists has isolated 
a chemical compound from tradi- 
tional herbs that inhibits the growth 
of an HIV enzyme, a team member 
said. 

Sim Keng Yeow, a chemistry 
professor at the National 
Univerisly of Singapore, said tests 
by the four-member team were 
'very preliminary,' but had isolated 
a chemical compound that would 
slow the HIV-] protease, an 
enzyme needed for the AIDS virus 
to mature. 

"I must emphasize, though, that 
we don’t want to give the 
impression that we have found the 
core for AIDS (Acquired Immune 
Deficiency Syndrome). It is just the 
first of many steps," Sim told 
Reuters. 


Sim said the team had taken 
more than three years to isolate and 
test extracts from the roots, fruits, 
stems and leaves of about 75 herbs 
on the HIV-1 enzyme. 

According to the Straits Times 
newspaper, the group became 
interested in herbs when Western 
scientists found a link between the 
fetal disease and a herb in east 
Malaysia. 

Sim said the team eventually 
hoped to test the compound on 
animals. 

The results of the Singapore 
team's findings were first published 
in a British scientific journal. 
Phytotherapy Research, and in the 
Journal of Natural Products, which 
is published by the American 
Chemical Society. Sim said. 


BEUING (Reuter) — An experi- 
mental Chinese herbal medicine 
may have killed the virus that 
causes AIDS in one patient, cured 
paralysis in another and made tome 
patients well enough to return 
home, doctors said recently. 

But they said it was too early to 
proclaim the drug — Saidefu — a 
cure for Acquired Immune 
Deficiency Syndroms because it 
had only undergone clinical trials 
for three months. 

“We have tested five patients, 
and found an AIDS serum antigen 
turn to negative from positive in 
one patient," Shao Yiming, a 
researcher at the China Academy of 
Preventive Medicine, said in a 
telephone interview. 

"This is only an initial result and 
does not mean that the medicine is 
effective because the trial treatment 
wsim too >hun and medical samples 
too tew. he said. 

The patient whose AIDS test 
turned to negative could relapse, he 
said. 

"The result of the clinical tests 
is obvious. The patients felt better, 
some infections were brought 
under control, an unconscious 
patient came round and a p tient 
with paralyzed legs recovered," he 
said. 

"The strength of their 
immunities as a whole improved,” 
he said, adding that he wanted to 
test the drug for one more year. 

Developed by the Liaoning 


Seadehride Medicine Corp. 
Saidefu had been tested on a 
handful of patients from March to 
May. doctors said. Officials at 
Liaoning Seadehride were 
unavailable to comment. 

Xu Lianzhi. a doctor at Beijing's 
You* an Hospital, said in trials the 
drug had cured skir. infections and 
made the six patients taking it well 
enough to go home. 

"We are not sure if the infections 
will break out again. We will go on 
with this research," she said. 

Liu Kangm.M, an official at the 
China Venereal Disease and AIDS 
Prevention Association, also 
warned that it was too early to start 
trumpeting Saidefu as an AIDS 
cure. 

"We have found some herbal 
medicines that help relieve AIDS 
symptoms such as mouth ulcers. 


rashes or other skin diseases. But 
wc need more proof about their 
effects.” he said, adding that there 
were no herhal AIDS cures m» 1J 
publicly. 

The number of people in China 
carrying the human 
immunodeficiency virus that 
causes AIDS reached 3.341 by the 
end of 1995. Xinhua news agency- 
said. Of the total 117 were 
suffering from AIDS, it said. 

“AIDS has actually threatened 
everyone and the whole nation nuisi 
pay careful attention t«* it."' Chen 
Chunming. an official with the 
National Specialists' Committee 
for Preventing and Controlling 
AIDS. said, adding that the real 
number of sufferers could be tar 
higher.

New Anti-AIDS Drug Gets Approval 


WASHINGTON (AFP) - The US. 
government has granted approval to 
the AIDS fighting drug Nevirapine 
for use by patients who have begun 
to exhibit symptoms of the disease. 

The drug, to he marketed as 
Viramune by Boehrmger Ingelhcim 
Pharmaceuticals, was approved 
under an accelerated procedure by 
the U.S. Food and Drug 
Administration, the agency 
announced in a news release. 

It is the first in a new class of 
drugs using nucleoside analogues. 
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the company said in a news release. 

Because (he AIDS virus rapidly 
develops resistance to Nevirapine 
alone, it must he used m 
conjunction wiih other nucleoside 
drugs a I read v available, such as 
AZT and DDL the company said. 

“We have much to learn about 
the most effective combination 
therapies." said Maureen Myers, 
the clinical program director of 
virology at Boehringer Ingelheim. 
"Viramune adds a new option to 
combination therapy and provides 
physicians with the first of a new 
class of drugs- to treat HIV 
infection." 

The accelerated procedure 
under which Viramune was 
approved is designed to make 
promising drugs available to sick 
patients before conclusive results 
are known. 

Strawberries and 
Raspberries May 
Carry Cyclospora 
Parasite Risk 

WASHINGTON (AFP) — Recent 
outbreaks of severe diarrhea from 
foe cyclospora parasite could come 
from strawberries or raspberries, 
foe U.S. Centers for Disease Con- 
trol said. 

The sickness, which can also 
cause nausea, has particularly hit 
foe east coast states, foe CDC said. 
The center recommends washing 
fruit well before eating it, but noted 
that may not be enough to halt foe 
parasite. 

Meanwhile, the Food and Drug 
Administration this week began 
surveillance on raspberries from 
Guatemala following news that 
three new states had reported 
outbreaks of cyclospora that were 
linked to rasbe tries.

NASA Chooses Lockheed for Next 


Generation Shuttle 


PASADENA, California (AFP) - 
NASA has chosen Lockheed Mar- 
tin to build its next generation space 
shuttle — a futuristic wedge- 
shaped vehicle designed to haul 
more people and cargo into space. 

Amid much fan fere. Vice Presi- 
dent A1 Gore made the an- 
nouncement here Tuesday at the Jet 
Propulsion Laboratory. “This is 
die craft that can carry America's 
J reams aloft and launch our nation 
nto a sparkling new century," he 
- aid. 

Lockheed Martin's proposal, 
iubbed the X-3 3, prevailed over 
entries from McDonnell Douglas 
and Rockwell International. 

The new shuttle, which unlike 
previous ones will be run by the 
private sector, should be ready for 
flight by 2003 to transport material, 
equipment and personnel to the fu- 
ture Alpha International Space Sta- 
tion, the construction of which will 
begin next year. 

The new shuttle, which may 
blast off 30 times a year, will also 
ship satellites into low orbit. And 
it could also propel into space tour- 
ists willing to spend $ 100,000 for 
the adventure. 

Key to the new shuttle is its 
ability to fly multiple missions with 
quicker turnaround and lower over- 
aead than present systems- 

National Aeronautics and Space 
Administration administrator 
Daniel Goldin said the new shuttle 
will open a new chapter in space 


adventure because it will be oper- 
ated by the private sector, allowing 
NASA to concentrate on “science, 
technology and the defense of our 


nation. ” 

The new shuttle aims to compete 
with launchers si ch as the one-shot 
Ariane rockets or the current space

UNITED NATIONS (AFP) —The 
United States launched another 
diplomatic attack against Cuba at 
the United Nations, hoping to get 
the Security Council to denounce 
Havana over the February 
downing of two U.S. planes. 

Washington is hoping for UN 
criticism of Cuba in the- wake of a 
report by the International Civil 
Aviation Organ iza tior on the Feb- 
ruary incident in which Cuba 
MiGs downed two Cessnas piloted 
by U.S. -based anti-Castro 
activists. 


WASHINGTON (AFPl - 
Amnesty International rapped the 
United States for links between the 
Central Intelligence Agency and 
Guatemalans who have a record of 
human rights abuses. 

Amnesty International was re- 
sponding to last week's report by 
the presidential intelligence over- 
sight board investigating killings 
and disappearances in Guatemala 
and the conduct of the CIA. 

The IOB report criticized the 
CIA for the way it handled its paid 
informants in Guatemala, saying 
they were linked to "serious hu- 
man rights violations" there. 

"It is easy to see that the sys- 
tematic failure by the CIA to prop- 
erly address human rights con- 
cerns relates to its operations 
throughout the world," said Carlos 
Salinas, Amnesty International's 
program officer for Latin Amer- 
ica, during a news conference. 

Though he called the report a 
valuable first step toward address- 
ing problems at the CIA, Salinas 
said "It is now time to begin dis- 
cussions on reforming the system 
to ensure that violations are not 
committed with the support of the 
U.S. government." 

Salinas said the report left im- 
portant questions unanswered, 
among them: 

* How many other CIA stations 
were or are in close contact with 
paid assets or liaisons who commit

The 600 Vietnamese will be 
repatriated on five flights in July, 

Around SS0 Vietnamese were 
moved from Whitehead Detention 
Center lo Victoria Prison where 
they were to undergo documenta- 
tion and medical checks. Another 
50 are already at the prison. 

The government has stepped up 
attempts to reorganize the notori- 
ous Whitehead Center, the scene 
of many riots and escape attempts 
in recent years. Around 450 Viet- 
namese were moved to the High 
Island Camp. Another 650 were 
expected to be removed. 

The government hopes to close 
one of the three remaining Hong 
Kong detention camps in Septem- 
ber.- 

The mainly southern Vietnam- 
ese in the Tai a Chau Camp will 
be transferred to Whitehead in 
September, while High Island will 
be used exclusively for northern 
Vietnamese. 

A government spokesman said 
the Vietnamese had moved out 
without any protests, but there was 
a strong police presence. 

There have been riots and mass 
breakout attempts ahead of pre- 
vious forced repatrations. 

On May 10. J19 inmates es- 
caped during riots at Whitehead. 
Last week authorities foiled a mass 
escape attempt by 200 Vietnamese 
at High Island.

J ann Jasper, a veteran buyer of 
fleamarket treasures, accamulated 
so many possessions that she has no 
place to display or store them. So 
she piled them — still in boxes — in 
her living room with just enough 
space between them for a path. “It 
felt lousy to live that way,” she 
admits. “Just looking around at all 
my stuff made me feel stressed. 

Eventually Jasper’s stress out- 
weighed her pleasure in shopping, 
so she got rid of the clutter. And the 
ultimate mark of her reform is that 
she has become a professional or- 
ganizing consultant in Jersey City, 
NJ., helping others make their 
homes serene. “People lend to un- 
derestimate how much clutter con- 
tributes to their stress,” she says. 

Clutter is not the only source of 
stress that may make a house any- 
thing but the haven it ought to be. 
Ringing phones and loud TV sets, 
for instance, can disrupt peace, as 
can co nflicting demands of career, 
homemaking and parenting. “With 
so much change and conflict and 
striving to meet challenges, stress 
inevitably gets into the house,” says 
Carl Piekbardt, a psychologist in 
Austin, Texas. 


Though a certain amount of 
stress may be inevitable, its causes 
can be controlled. Here are some 
practical ways to gee the calm we 
want at home. 

A Central Place. Experts are 
unanimous That scheduling and or- 
ganizing reduce stress. Why do so 
many of us resist suggestions to get 
organized? Probably because doing 
so requires an initial investment of 
??? and energy we feel we can't 
afford — even though the payback 
come in dramatic savings of time 
and money. 

When Kathy Young, a Houston 
mother of two, decided to get organ- 
ized, she hung a six-by -three -foot 
bulletin board in her kitchen. It is 
the family’s message center. Each 
person’s messages are written in a 
different color, so family members 
can easily find their own. Also on 
the board is all the information the 
family needs to keep track of one 
another and of the house: work 
schedules, classes, sports events, 
errands to run. 

Four large manila envelopes are 
posted too — labeled "household 
repair,” “car servicing,” “food” 
and “miscellaneous” — for cou- 
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You will need.

“With- 
out die board,” says Young, “my 
house would probably collapse.” 

Don Aslett, author of Clutter's 
Last Stand, staves off the stress of 
disorganization on his house with a 
portable calendar that has the larg- 
est date-squares he can find. He 
used it to keep track of birthdays, 
invitations and appointments. As 
soon as a wedding or graduation 
announcement comes in, he jots 
down the dam, then tosses it to 
minimize clutter. 

“Having one notebook or pad in 
a central place where you habitually 
write things down is essential for 
or ganizing and for lowering stress” 
says Jann Jasper. 

Box it. When their six children 
were growing up, management con- 
sultants Robert and Susan Bramson 
of Coulterville, Calif., kept a big 
basket at their front door for shoes, 
balls, books - the stuff their kids 
dropped on their way into the house. 
Hie B ramsons also had a box for 
every member of the family; when 
someone cleaned the house, objects 
could be tucked in that box instead 
of having to be hauled lc a person's 
room right away. The family also 
imposed fines on those who added 
to the clutter by leaving their be- 
longings scattered. 

In a stress-free house, where 
things are stored should be decided 
on practical grounds. "Have a place 
to put everything you use near to 
where you use it." Asfett suggests. 
For example, keep a flashlight near 
your fuse box. This system not only 
ends frantic searches, but also keeps 
you from having to decide again and 
again where belongings should go. 

Fi»per Tiger. The average per- 
son handles about 300 items of pa- 
per a day — bills, mail, brochures, 
magazines and newspapers. Jann 
Jasper coumerattacks the paper del- 
uge in ter home be setting aside one 
mail-processing area, next to a 
wastebasket so she can throw away 
anything she doesn’t want. This 
area is close to her files and appoint- 
ment book. If a letter requires no 
response, she immediately discards 
it, files it If it has some personal 
value, or saves hs address — but she 
doesn't put it in a pile. 

Share the Work. Stress can sky- 
rocket in a home when one person 
feels he or she is doing all the house- 
hold tasks. So you need to find 
efficient ways to organize the work 
and divide up the assignments. 

The Bramsons focused on whai 
jobs should be done first. Which had 
time constraints or deadlines?

Which would get worse if nothing 
were done? Answering those ques- 
tions helped them make. a plan of 
action. With routine chores ( wash- 
ing dishes or vacuuming), prioritiz- 
ing is less important than simply 
forging ahead and getting them 
done. The Bramsons sat down with 
their six children and wrote out who 
would do those tasks, when and how 
— to exact standards. 

Instilling in your family die right 
attitude about cleaning can foster 
tranquillity. "Don’t use it as punish- 
ment for kids by saying, ‘Behave - 
or go clean your room.’" Aslett 
warns. And get everyone used to a 
schedule; putting off tasks so they 
loom over you can make you tense. 
Finally, get dad actively involved. 
"The father’s example is the biggest 
governing factor about whether or 
not kids clean up the house, " Aslett 
explains. 

"Do I Really Need It?" Forty 
percent of cleaning a house is get- 
ting rid of clutter before you can 
clean. And the shuffling of scuff 
takes time. So does collecting too 
many belongings, as Jann Jasper 
learned. "If you don’t keep it 
down,” says Carl Pickhardt, 
“there’s a relentless accumulation 


of things. It gets in the way of the 
business of the home. " So how do 
you. keep thing s from accumulating? 

The easiest way to keep down 
clutter — and the stress it can cause 
is to stop bringing it into your house 
at all. Try the "one-in/one-out" 
rule: if you bring anything new into 
your home, remove somethiiig old 
at the same time. 

Aslett suggests damping the con- 
tents of ap entire drawer, cabinet or 
close onto the middle of the floor or 
a bed. Then get four boxes, labeled 
"junk" for broken, outgrown, use- 
less things: "charity/family " for 
still-good possessions you don’t 
want: "repair" for useful items that 
need to be fixed; and "emotional 
withdrawal” for sentimental be- 
longings you know you should get 
rid of but haven’t been able to throw 
away. 

As you decide each possession’s 
fate, ask yourself: Does this en- 
hance my life now? Do f realty need 
it? Your answer will determine in 
what box you put each item. 

Then there is Kathy Young’s ap- 
proach. Three or four times a week, 
she picks a drawer, shelf or other 
small area in her house where clut- 
ter has collected — and starts pitch- 
ing. "It’s easier to do in small 
chunks,” she says. 

Technological Moat. Dinners 
used to be bedlam at the borne of 
Phoenix medical consultant Trudy 
Thompson Rice, her physician hus- 
band BUI and their four-year-old 
son. "The minute we sat down to 
eat, the phone would ring,," Trudy 
says. The calls were from friends, 
family, her clients, Bill’s office or 
his patients — "all legitimate calls, 
but none urgent." Finally, to regain 
peace, she used technology to build 
a moat and cut stress around her 
hoose. 

Now when the Rices eat dinner, 
a "do not disturb” message place 


swering machine says: "We’re not 
-Ming calls at this time. Please call 
.back later." 

As Trudy says, "You don’t have 
to be at everybody’s beck and call 
all the time. If you don’t carve out 
private time, you’re no good to any- 
body." 1 

Leave It at the Office. Without 
careful management, the day’s frus- 
trations and conflicts at work or 
school can be carried home, lead- 
ing to more stress. The trick: is to 
provide a transition from outside to 
inside the house and, mice you get 
there, to have strategies for relax- 
ing. - 

Barbara Maclcoff , a Seattle con- 
sulting psychologist and author of 
The An of Self-Renewal, suggests 
decompressing before you ever get 
up from your desk: save your eaLt 
est tasks for the end of the day, then 
use your commute to read or listen 
to music. Mackoff herself switches 
off work worries by focusing on her 
day’s small successes when she’s ■ 
about to leave for borne. This helps 
her fight off negative thoughts that 
could allow works stress to affect 
her private time. 

Everett Moifloza and Elizabe^ 
RaH-Moitoza, who helped run a 
family-therapy institute for five 
years in Portsmouth, N.H., had a 
rule: if they were going to talk busi- 
ness, they had to go physically to 
the business. “If we weren’t willing 
to get in the car and drive id the 
office, then Whatever we had to 
discuss wasn't urgent," says Ev- 
erett. "We teamed that most things 
can wait until tomorrow." 

So can stress. Once you’ve put 
your own stress. Once you’ve put 
your own stress-busting strategies 
for your home in place, you should 
reap big dividends in extra time and 
energy.

The Reindeer People 


unique nomadic Iifestle unchanged for centuries.

_CMve handled miles to the 
vcs^rawlh of Ulan Bator; the 
capita) of Mongolia, lies the Lake 
Xoysgol region. The Idee itself is 
85 miles long and 23 miles wide. 
It lies 9,000 feet above sea level 
and there is nothing around it but 
emptiness. 


Tough and resilient, with 
round faces, short noses and 
widespread eyes, the Tsaatan are 
Turkic people, members of the 
Tuva ethnic group of southern Si* 
beria. an area which has been 
subjected to wave after wave of 
marauding conquerors from the 
second century through to the 
Russians in 1914. 
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The Tsaa tans of Mongolia on their annual trek fo find food 
for their reindeers. 


But the area has great natural 
beauty, loo. The forests surround- 
ing tire lake have been nicknamed 
the “Mongolian ^Switzerland” 
with larch and silver birch trees 
in profusion and thousands of 
glistening rivers . running along 
the mountain slopes. There are 
also vast grassy plains where 
tong, languorous waves of green 
spread out to meet the empty sky. 

In winter the cold grips in- 
stantly; in summer, die plates can 
fee] Bee an oven. These dizzying 
extremes of climate apply be- 
cause the landmass of Mongolia 
is tarfiom any ocean. 

In this, one of the harshest re- 
gions on earth, live a handful of 
nomadic men and women, the 
Tsaatan, whose lives revolve en- 
tirely around the reindeer which 
share the land with them. 


Today, the Tuva people are 
distributed, half in Russia and 
half in Mongolia, and it is the lat- 
ter atone who have been given the. 
name Tsaatan which means 
“those Trim have reindeer.” 

Hundreds of grey, white or 
blade-backed animals move in a 
yearly cycle with the Tsaatan 
people. 

The Tsaatan reindeer are 
smaller than the average, standing 
no more than four feet in height 

They are hardy, peaceful ani- 
mals and they dictate the life or 
the Tsaatan from beginning to 
end. The fact that the reindeers 
eat only moss and mushrooms, 
found mostly at the top of the 
mountain peaks, forces the 
Tsaatan to settle there in winter, 
in spring they descend to the 
tower levels but in summer they 
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head back up above the forest belt 
to escape the onslaught of flies 
and mosquitoes. And in autumn 
the}' descend back into the woody 
slopes, following the moss that 
the reindeers love so much. 

The reindeers offer numerous 
advantages in return for all these 
journeys. First is milk, the main- 
stay of the Tsaatan world and the 
basis of their cheese, cream and 
yogurts. 

Then there is the fat and the 
meat — a male animal yields from 
110 to 130 lbs., half its weight. 
The skins arc used as well, to 
make boots or to fabricate mod- 
em bags and bedcovers. 

Finally, and a more recent de- 
velopment. the Tsaatan sell rein- 
deer antlers — those of females 
aod castrated males fall off in the 
spring — to pharmaceutical com- 
panies to be turned into “energy- 
inducing 1 ’ products. 

What’s more, the Tsaa tans 
often ride on the backs of their 
reindeer, despite their gait and 
speed being somewhat unpre- 
dictable. The animals are sure- 
footed in high altitudes, and are 
able to trot along peacefully 
among the steep rocks and treach- 
erous sheets of ice. 

The Tsaatan people are the 
gypsies of Mongolia, seen as Bo- 
hemians and both scorned and 
feared. Their itinerant lifestyle is 
disturbing to many and they have 
a reputation for violence. 

It’s true, they arc a tough- 
skinned lot. bui dial's hardly sur- 
prising as they live at an altitude 
of 9.000 feet in a merciless cli- 
mate, far from any resources. 

Families live in urts — tents 
similar to the tcpccs of North 
American natives, basically 
branches forming a cone and 
draped in canvas to offer protec- 
tion from the cold in winter or the 
mosuitoes in summer. These 
daily hardships pul (heir stamp on 
the Tsaatan lifestyle. 

A child bom in an urt faces 
the possibility or freezing tem- 
peratures. 86 degrees below. Dur- 
ing his first few months he is 
bundled up snugly, bul later, 
when he begins (o crawl around, 
his playground is the lent floor — 
frozen earth strewn with icy 
rocks. 

If he manages to survive these 
hardships, then he'll be a uue 
Tsaatan (To be continued.)

Gonchigdorj declined to com- 
ment on whom the coalition 
would nominate for prime minis 1 
ter but said he was a likely candi- 
date for speaker of parliament.
